Norway Seeking ; Sepa ra tion. 
Th e union between Sweden and 
Norway is in great danger of being 
broken. 
1 ne two states aro far 
more loosely tied togeth er th an Brit­ 
ain and Ireland will be under th e 
h ome rule bill; but th e Norwegians 
are impatient of th eir sligh t fetters, 
and under cover of a request for 
separate foreign agents seek a total 
separation. 
Th e king in vain sug 
gested a compromise, and it is stated 
th at th e radicals h ave resolved, if h e 
refuses 
to establish two foreign 
ministries, to resign and refuse th e 
supplies. 
It is scarcely possible th at 
th e king sh ould yield, as h is foreign 
policy would become unworkable— 
th e Norwegians, for example, desir­ 
ing close relations with Russia—yet, 
if h e does not, h e must occupy Nor­ 
way with Swedish troops, to th e con 
fusion of th e finances, and th e pra 
duction of anoth er great and definite 
grievance in Norway. 
Th e time motives of th e movement 
are th e Norwegian dislike of th e 
Swedes, wh om th ey regard as sii]>er- 
cilious, and th e advance of th eoretic 
democracy in Norway to a point in­ 
consistent vvith any monarch y at all. 
It is possible, as th e peasants are 
widely scattered and Ch ristiania is 
conservative, th at th e quarrel may 
smolder on for years, but th eoretic­ 
ally th ere is no way out of it, and 
th e credit of Norway, now so excel­ 
lent, may seriously suffer.—London

The 
money will be returned to the government 
and hereafter the fair will Im* opened 
Sundays. 
This course was decide*] upon 
at a special meeting of the directors thin 
afternoon. 
Most of the directory were 
dissatisfied with the plan adopted at 
their last meeting in which it was pro­ 
posed to open the grounds Sundays while 
closing all buildings containing exhibits. 
To-day's action was 
practically unani­ 
mous. but two directors out of thirty- 
six voting against the proposition. 
By 
the term s of the resolution adopted to­ 
day the machinery will be closed down 
on Sunday, but iii every other respect the 
fair will be open in all department® tile 
same as on secular days. But $1,929,071' 
of the appropriation originally made by 
congress has been turned over to the ex­ 
position company, anti this amount is tc 
be returned to the national treasury after 
tile debts of the exposition have been 
paid. 
A rule embodying these points will 
be submitted to the national commission 
for approval. 
W hat action that body 
will take is problematical, as a mere 
working quorum of the member® is at 
present in the city. 
In any event, it is 
the evident purpose of the local directory 
to open the fair Sunday even at the ex­ 
pense of a rupture with the national 
1mmIv. 
I Im* Sunday admission will Im* 50 cont®, 
the same as during the week. Sabbat­ 
arians are disarmed of their most effect- 
iie arguments against a seven-day fair 
by several clauses in the rules adopted 
to-day. (lf those one provides for bold­ 
ing religious services at the park each 
Sunday in choral and festival 
halls.

Tho V egetable Garden—Eyes In Po - 
ta toes 
for 
Planting—Raising 
Calves by Hand—The Cur­ 
rent W orm- Potato Scab 
Preventative—Pointers. 


The Vegetable Garden. 
Those intending to raise crops of veg­ 
etables, for the next thirty days at 
least, will have a busy time north of 
latitude 40. To the south of that most 
of what will be in season here there 
and already beginning to come in for 
the table or the market?) as the cm se 
may be. All of the plants raised in hot 
beds of a hardy nature, as the cabbage 
tribe, celery, lettuce, etc., will, if not 
already done, need planting at once. 
The main crops of roots, as beets, pars­ 
nips, carrots, oyster plants, onions and 
such things, may still be sown, while 
radishes will be ready in nice warm lo­ 
cations. Those who take note of such 
things can enjoy a dish of asparagus, 
rhubarb or pie plant fresh from their 
own garden. As the hot-beds get empty 
of their crops of early vegetable plants, 
they may have cucumber plants set in 
the soil, which will bear keeping close 
and warm. The same beds w ill answer 
also to grow from seed, tomatoes, pep- 
pers, egg plums and the bkt*, in time 
for setting in the open ground In June. 
In the South, or where sweet potatoes 
are grown, they may now be set in the 
soil to sprout. The way this is done is 
to take a frame or hot-bed. Often in 
the South calico is used In place of 
glass. A few inches of sand or a sandy 
soil is spread over the surface. Then 
each potato is halved lengthwise, aud 
laid fiat on this sand nearly as thick as 
they will lie. Just enough sand to bare­ 
ly cover the tubers is then put on, wa­ 
tered to settle, aud the thing is done. 
A vast quantity of “sprouts” starts up 
from every tuber, and when these get 
four to six inches growth they are 
ready for planting. Every shoot will 
have, when slipped off from the tidier, 
a mass of young roots, and it is these 
sprouts that form the plants. Ridges 
a foot high or so are thrown together 
by the plow, four feet apart, and single 
sprouts set fifteen to eighteen inches 
apart in rows. 
The principal enemy of the sweet imi­ 
tate Is the cut worm while the plant In 
young, which will have to lie watched 
for and destroyed,

Getting calve* well started and taught 
to drink is an im portant point. 
There 
is a difference of opinion as to the meth­ 
od of procedure. 
If taken away from 
the cow at once they are more easily 
taught to drink and cows are probably 
less disturbed than when they are al- 
lowed to suck for a few* or several 
days before feeding by hand is begun, 
for they are then much stronger and 
ar** less Inclined to take kindly to feed­ 
ing from the {Kill. 
Calves need the 
colostrum or first milk to put their 
digestive system in good condition as 
it acts as a physic and deans the foecal 
m atter from the Intestines. 
It should 
always Is* given to calves fed by hand. 
Young cows with their first calf often 
fret badly and "hold” their milk when 
the calf Is taken away after having 
been allowed to suck for a time. 
Re­ 
moving them at once is open to this 
objection. They must lie fed often for 
a few days. This takes tim**, at a sea­ 
son when it cannot be well spared from 
other work, while if they are allowed 
to ran with the cow they require little 
attention until taken away when they 
con wait half day intervals aud be f»**l 
noons and “chore times.” W arm their 
milk to blood heat until they are two 
to four months old and it is better if 
it is warmed for the large ones also. 
Rut some linseed meal or linseed meal 
gruel, made by boiling or steeping it 
in water, into their milk to make up 
for the cream w hich has lie«*u skimmed 
off 
Later a little wheat bran can be 
added and when they are good-sized 
calves, some coni meal in addition will 
prove beneficial. Increase the quantity 
of grain added as they grow larger. 
Provide a good pasture of clover or 
mixed grasses for them and do not 
pasture it too closely. 
When they are 
old enough to w ean. they can be gradu­ 
ally chang**! to a grain ration and their 
growth will not be checked. 
Calves 
rais(*d by hand can be made to do as 
well as tuose allowed with the cow, but 
it requires much work, careful atten­ 
tion and regular feeding to accomplish 
it.

Potato scab. its is now well known, is 
caused by a fungus that propagates it­ 
self by minute spores, it is at present 
the chief danger that menaces tit** po 
tato crop. London purple and Paris 
green have done tin* 
ness for the 
Colorado beetle, so that that one* 
formidable foe has become, like tin 
conies, a “feeble folk,” incapable of do­ 
ing the widespread mischief that form­ 
erly marked its progress. 
But the scab is a growing-evil, nnd 
its spread is vastly aided by tin* fact, 
that some of tin* spores may remain in 
the ground through the winter, ready 
to pounce upon any unfortunate tubers 
that may In? planted in the sa un* soil. 
Or tin* spot<*s may lie carried on the 
potatoes themselves iii so minute a 
form that their presence is not sus­ 
pected, and the seed planted in the 
spring may thus bear in itself the 
source of disease. 
Nevertheless, the enemy may lie met 
nnd routed in a very easy way. In the 
first place, potatoes should not be plant­ 
ed for several seasons where scab is 
known to exist. Then every seed po­ 
tato should lie regarded with suspicion 
and treated accordingly. If it is dipped 
in a weak solution of blue vitriol (sul­ 
phate of copper) the spores vvll be 
effectually destroyed, whiff* no injury 
will Im* done to the eyes of the. potato. 
A general observance of this practice 
would greatly reduce the liability of 
damage from this cause.

A bulletin of the agricultural experi­ 
ment station of [Purdue university, La 
Fayette, Iud., says; 
“Tho question of th** right number 
« f eyes to the pi**ee of seed tuber has

experimenters, without re­ 
ceiving ;t generally acceptable answer. 
The experimental data her** brought 
forward prove that the numlier of eyes 
jsr pi<*ce is immaterial, hut that the 
weight of th** piece is a very important 
factor. 
The proper manner of cutting 
potatoes for planting, therefore, is to 
divide them into 
piec(*s of suitable 
weight (size), without regard to the dis­ 
tribution of eyes. 
Instead of atlonipt- 
ing to have one, two or three eye 
pl<*ces, as tho ease may be, the approxi­ 
mation should lie one, two or three 
ounce pieces, or some other definite 
weight.”

A G o o d l* e f o r S to n e F e n c e * . 
A good stone wall, well laid in mor­ 
tar. with dressed stones, and overrun 
with roses, clematis, ampelopsis and 
other vines, makes a handsome and 
substantial fence. But in some locali­ 
ties it has very decided drawbacks. 
And so has the rough pile of undressed 
stone, laid anywhere, which disfigures 
many farms in stony localities, with the 
additional objection that it is a harbor 
for vermin of various sorts. 
One of the most serious drawbacks is 
mentioned in a letter to the Orange 
County Farmer by a 
farmer, who 
makes a bright recommendation for 
correction of it. The old stone fences, 
he says, are the pauses of nine-tenths 
of all the snow banks, and so he sug- 
g(*sts that it would Im? a good plan for 
the proper authorities to send out a 
gang of men with a stone crusher and 
legal right to remove the stone fences 
along the highway and crush and use 
them for road material. 
As a substitute for the stone fence 
he would prefer barbed wire, which 
would not cause the formation of drifts. 
We would rather recommend the sub­ 
stitution o; nothing which would be 
equally guiltless of drift-forming pro­ 
pensities, and a good deal less expen­ 
sive, besides removing the slightest 
danger or injury to man and beast.

The interest

Is a reason why increased effort should 
lie made to afford instruction in this 
line. Better dairy products will result, 
and a better income from th** farm. 
There has been no branch of agri­ 
culture more directly benefited by tin* 
application of science than the dairy. 
Consequently, there is no branch that 
gives a better reward to the intelligent 
and studious farmer. 
Breed for use*. 
No m atter whether 
it is a cow’, a horse or a hog, see that 
the “points” are such as will In* of prac­ 
tical value, and help servo the purpose 
for which the animal is needed. There 
has been somewhat too much of breed­ 
ing for “show points.” 
A prime article of milk is necessary 
as a preliminary to the manufacture 
of good butter. 
To secure this there 
must be go*xl cows, good feed and good 
care. 
Don’t imagine that you can 
neglect one of these things aud have 
complete success. 
A dairy cow should bo treated as well 
at least as any farm machine of equal 
value. 
But fife your cows as well 
housed, as carefully tended and kept 
ip condition to do their very best, as 
your mower aud reaper? lf not, there 
is a chance for improvement in your 
system of dairying.

He is Frightfully M angled by 
Engine at Staples and Lives 
But a Few Hours. 
News reached Brainerd on Friday 
evening that T. L. McGinnis had 
been run over by a passenger engine 
and both legs cut off at Staples. This 
was the startling message that flashed 
over the wires to his brother James 
McGinnis, in this city, coupled with 
the fact that a special was conveying 
him to the N. P. Sanitarium here as 
fast as steam could drive the locomo­ 
tive. 
The accident was a peculiar 
one. Mr. McGinnis is himself a loco­ 
motive engineer and was at work in 
the Staples yard. The evening pas­ 
senger having arrived from St. Paul 
be jumped off bis engine, which was 
temporarily idle, and ran over town 
to the new8tand to get his Globe as 
he was rn the habit of doing. He got 
his paper and was returning with it, 
but in order to reach his engine, 
which he was hurrying to do, he had 
to cross two side tracks. The engine 
from No. I on the S t Paul division 
had been cut off and was backing 
rapidly down through the yard. 
At 
the point where Mr. McGinnis started 
to cross the first track was a box car 
and he came out from behind it and 
jumped onto the other track right in 
front of the engine which was backing 
down. 
He either stumbled or was 
struck by the engine and fell on the 
further rail the wheels crushing over 
bis body cutting one leg off a little 
below the thigh and the other at the 
ankle. The accident was witnessed 
by a traveling man and the alarm 
was at once given and everything 
possible was done for the suffering 
man. 
A special was at once made up 
and be was brought to the sanitarium, 
the run being made in 35 minutes. 
At the hospital everything possible 
was done for the injured man bat it 
was evident from the start that he 
would not survive his injuries, and 
death followed on 7:40 on Saturday 
morning, the 13th inst, the accident 
occurring at 9:35 the evening before. 
His wife and three brothers were with 
him from the time he was hurt until 
he died and be was conscious up to 
within a very short time before he 
breathed his last. 
Thomas L. McGinnis was bom at 
Caledonia, Minn., Oct. 6th, 1861, and 
was at the time of bis death 31 years 
and 6 months old. 
Her© he lived 
with his father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Patrick McGinnis, on the old 
homestead uatil be was 21 years of 
age when he went to La Crosse, Wis., 
and clerked in a grocery store for a 
year or two, finally going to work for 
the Winona and St. Peter road on 
bridges. 
In the fall of 1883 he came 
to Brainerd and accepted a position 
with the Northern Pacific railroad as 
fireman and he worked his way up to 
the position of freight engineer hav­ 
ing been in their employ continuous­ 
ly since that time. 
He was considered 
one of the most careful and consider­ 
ate men employed on the line of 
road and was universally liked and 
respected by officials and associate 
workmen. 
He was a member of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi­ 
neers, White Cross Lodge, No. 30, 
Knights of Pythias and Brainerd Div. 
No. 7, U. R. EL of P. 
He was married 
Nov. 10th, 1886, to a daughter of T. 
M. Reilly of this city, and to them 
were bora three children, the young­ 
est of which is bat 8 months old. 
The funeral was held on Monday at 
10:30 from 
St. 
Francis 
Catholic 
church, being under direct charge of 
theB. of L. E., the other socities attend 
ing in a body. 
Rev. Fr Zombnsh, of 
Staples, and Rev.FrXynch, of this city 
officiating, after which the remains 
were laid to rest in Ivergreen Cem­ 
etery. The father of the deceased, 
Patrick McGinnia, of Caledonia, and 
Mrs. Geo. Samples, of Houston, were 
in attendance. 
The sympathy of the entire com­ 
munity goes out to his wife and fath­ 
erless children in thsir great sorrow 
and affliction, as well as to the broth­ 
ers of the deceased who reside in this 
city. 
We are requested to state that the 
Northern Pacific road is entitled to 
thanks for the courtesy and favors ex 
tended and in their endeavors to do 
everything possible for the family 
and friends, a special being sent down 
in the evening with the children and 
also one on the day of the funeral 
from Staples in which about 150 
people were accommodated. 
The Staples World says of the ac­ 
cident. The genial Thomas L. Mc­ 
Ginnis is no more. The news of the 
accident which cost him his life made 
many a stout heart sick and faint. 
He was running one of the switch en 
gines in the yard here last Friday 
evening, and just before No. I came 
in he ran over to the drug store to 
get his paper. While there No. 
came in and he started to run for his 
engine.

Norway Seeking Separation. 
Tho union between Sweden and 
Norway is in great danger of being 
broken. 
In e two states are far 
more loosely tied together than Brit­ 
ain and Ireland will be under the 
home rule bill; but the Norwegians 
are impatient of their slight fetters, 
and under cover of a request for 
separate foreign agents seek a total 
separation. 
The king in vain sug­ 
gested a compromise, and it is stated 
that the radicals have resolved, if he 
refuses 
to establish two foreign 
ministries, to resign and refuse the 
supplies. 
It is scarcely possible that 
the king should yield, as his foreign 
policy would become unworkable— 
the Norwegians, for example, desir­ 
ing close relations with Russia—yet, 
if he does not, he must occupy Nor­ 
way with Swedish troops, to the con 
fusion of the finances, and the pro 
duction of another great and definite 
grievance in Norway. 
The true motives of the movement 
are tho Norwegian dislike of the 
Swedes, whom they regard as super­ 
cilious, and the advance of theoretic 
democracy in Norway to a point in­ 
consistent with any monarchy at all. 
It is possible, as the peasants are 
widely scattered and Christiania is 
conservative, that the quarrel may 
smolder on for years, hut theoretic­ 
ally there is no way out of it, and 
the credit of Norway, now so excel­ 
lent, may seriously suffer.—London 
Spectator.

Just as one m an will pro- 
oeed deftly and systematically to the 
accomplishment of a piece of work, 
with everything conveniently at hand, 
every motion intelligently directed to 
the furtherance of the main purpose, 
and au expedient ready for every irreg­ 
ularity or difficulty which presents it­ 
self, so, according to Power, the ready 
thinker proceeds a t once in a right line 
to the pith of a subject, sifting out the 
extraneous m atter, defining the main 
point, and bringing to bear upon it all 
his available information. On the oth­ 
er hand, a clumsy thinker wiU chase a 
question up one side and down the 
other without getting anywhere or a r­ 
riving at any relevant conclusion. The 
mental, like the m anual faculties, are 
susceptible and require cultivation. It 
is only by practice and continual use 
that the dexterity and skill of the ex­ 
pert machinist or m anipulators are ac­ 
quired. No m atter how naturally iu- 
genioUM and handy a man may Ik*, he 
will lack deftness when placed upon 
work to which he Is entirely unaccus­ 
tomed.

Darwin, in his book on “Movement 
in Plants," is of opinion that many 
plants may Ik* K*d to have sight, and 
the investigations of other famed bot­ 
anists have confirmed him. 
An Indian 
Isttanist relates the following rem arka­ 
ble incident; 
"I was sitting iu the 
veranda with one foot against a large 
pillar, near to which grows a large 
kind of convolvulus. 
Its tendrils were 
leaning over the veranda and to my 
surprise I noticed that they were visi­ 
bly turning toward my leg. I remained 
in that position and in less than an hour 
tin* tendrils had laid themselves over 
my leg. This was iu the early morning, 
and when at breakfast I told my wife 
of this discovery we determ ined to 
make further experiments. 
W hen we 
wenT out into tin* veranda the tendrils 
had turned their heads back to the 
railing in disgust. 
We got a pole and 
leaned it against the pillar quite twelve 
inches from the nearest spray of con­ 
volvulus. 
In ten minutes they began to 
curve themselves in that direction, and 
acted exactly as you might fancy a 
very slow snake would act if he wanted 
to reach anything. 
The upper tendrils 
bent down and the side one curved 
themselves until they touched the pole, 
and in a few hours they tw isted right 
around it. 
It was on the side away 
from the light, and excepting the fac­ 
ulty of sight I can imagine no other 
means by which the tendrils could Ik* 
aw are that the pole had l>(*en placed 
there. 
They had tq turn away from 
the light to meet if, and they set them* 
selves visibly tow ard It within a few 
minutes of the j*ole being placed there.” 


S p e e t u e le s S e v e n H u n d r e d Y e a r s O ld . 
There has been considerable discus­ 
sion as to who invented spectacles and 
who had the pleasure of wearing the

awarded to an Italian named Salvino 
Armati, who died in 1H17. On his tomb 
a t Florence is an inscription which 
reads as follows: “H ere lies Salvino 
degli Armati. inventor of spectacles. 

The em peror 
Nero, who was short-sighted, used con­ 
cave glasses to enable him the better 
to watch the gladiators. I ’p to the 
thirteenth century only single glasses, 
such are known as reading glasses, 
wen* known, and the invention of two- 
eyed spectacles falls somewhere about

12fl0. 
Some 
authorities 
ascribe it to the monk. Alexander von 
Spina, lu the fourteenth century spec­ 
tacles were fairly common, and, as 
they Were considered precious, Were 
often specially mentioned in ancient 
testam ents. Frequently a kind of beryl 
was used in place of glass; hence the 
German 
name

T h e 
V e g e t a b l e 
Garden. 
Those intending to raise crops of veg­ 
etables, for the next thirty days at 
least, will have a busy time north of 
latitude 40. To the south of that most 
of w hat will be in season here there 
and already beginning to come in for 
the table or the m arkets as tin* case 
may Ik*. 
All of the plants raised in hot 
bods of a hardy nature, as the cabbage 
tribe, celery, lettuce, etc., will, if not 
already done, need planting at once. 
The main crops of roots, as beets, pars­ 
nips, carrots, oyster plants, onions and 
such things, may still Ik? sown, while 
radishes will be ready in nice warm lo­ 
cations. Those who take note of such 
tilings can enjoy a dish of asparagus, 
rhubarb or pie plant fresh from their 
own garden. As the bot-beds get em pty 
of their crops of early vegetable plants, 
they may have cucumber plants set in 
the soil, which will bear keeping close 
and warm. The same beds will answer 
also to grow from seed, tomatoes, pep­ 
pers, egg plants and the lik»\ iu time 
for setting in the open ground in June. 
Iu the South, or where sweet potatoes 
are grown, they may now be set in the 
soil to sprout. The way this is done is 
to take a fram e or hot bed. Often in 
the South calico is us«*d in place of 
glass. A few inches of sand or a sandy 
soil is spread over the surface. Then 
each jK>tato is halved lengthwise, and 
laid flat on this sand nearly as thick as 
they will lie. Just enough sand to bare­ 
ly cover the tubers is then put on. wa­ 
tered to settle, and the thing is done. 
A vast quantity of “sprouts” starts up 
from every tuber, and when these got 
four to six lnch(*s growth they are 
ready for planting. Every shoot will 
have, when slipped off from the tuber, 
a mass of young roots, and it is these 
sprouts that form the plants. 
Ridges 
a f<sit high or so are thrown together 
by the plow, four feet apart, and single 
sprouts set flftoen to eighteen inches 
apart in rows. 
The prinrlpnl enemy o f the sweet jxv 
tato is the cut worm while the plant Is 
young, which will have to be watched 
for and destroyed, 


Kfiiwlnjr (H iv e* b>- Hand. 
Getting calves well started and taught 
to drink Is an im portant point. 
There 
is a difference of opinion as to the meth­ 
od of procedure. 
If taken away from 
the cow at once they are more easily 
taught to drink and cows are probably 
less disturbed than when they are al- 
lowed to suck for a few or several 
days before feeding by hand is begun, 
for they are then much stronger and 
are h*ss inclined to take kindly to feed 
ing from the pall. 
Calves need the 
colostrum or first milk to put their 
digestive system In good condition as 
It acts as a physic and cleans the foeeal 
m atter from the luu-stlnes. 
It should 
always Ik* given to calves f**d by hand. 
Young cows with their first calf often 
fret badly and “hold” their ntilk when 
the calf Is taken away after having 
ls*en allowed to suck for a time. 
Re­ 
moving them at on<*e is open to this 
object ion. They must be fed often for 
a few days. This takes time, at a sea­ 
son when it cannot be well spared from 
other work, while if they are allowed 
to run with the cow they require little 
attention until taken away when they 
can wait half day intervals and Ik- fed 
noons and “chore times.” 
W arm their 
milk to blood heat until they are two 
to four months old and it is better if 
it is warm ed for the large ones also, 
l’ut some lins**ed meal or linseed meal 
gruel, made by boiling or steeping it 
in w ater, into their milk to make up 
for the cream which has Ik*»*u skimmed 
off. 
Later a little wheat bran can be 
added and w hen they are good sized 
calves, some corn meal in addition will 
prove beneficial. Increase the quantity 
of grain added as they grow larger. 
Provide a good pasture of clover or 
mix«*d grasses for them and do not 
pasture it too closely. 
When they are 
old enough to wean, they can Ik* gradu­ 
ally changed to a grain ration and their 
growth will not Ik* checked. 
Calves 
raised by hand can be made to do as 
well as those allowed with the cow, but 
it requires much work, careful atten­ 
tion and regular feeding to accomplish 
it. 


A Good l i e for Stone F en c es. 
A good stone wall, well laid In mor­ 
tar, with dressed stones, and overrun 
with roses, clematis, atnpclopsis and 
other viues, makes a handsome and 
substantial fence. But in w ine locali­ 
ties it has very decided drawbacks. 
And so has the rough pile of undressed 
stone, laid anywhere, which disfigures 
many farm s in stony localities, with the 
additional objection that it is a harbor 
for vermin of various sorts. 
One of the most serious drawbacks is 
mentioned iu a letter to the Orange 
County Farm er by a 
farm er, who 
makes a bright recommendation for 
correction of it. The old stone fences*, 
he says, are the causes of nine-tenths 
of all the snow banks, and so lie sug­ 
gests that it would Ik? a good plan for 
the proper authorities tq send out a 
gang of men with a stone crusher and 
legal right to remove the stone fences 
along the highway and crush and use 
them for road material. 
As a substitute for the stone fence 
he would prefer barbed wire, which 
would not cause the form ation of drifts. 
We would rather pecommend the sub­ 
stitution o; nothing which would Ik? 
equally guiltless of drift-form ing pro­ 
pensities, and a good deal less expen­ 
sive, besides removing ihe slightest 
danger or injury to man and beast. 
The lK»y w’ho wrote that “pins saved 
the lives of many great people—b y 
their not swallowing them .” unconsci­ 
ously enunciated a great truth. Barbed 
wire fences will save great injury to 
many valuable horses and other ani- 
maLs by not being w here the can be run 
against. 
And so w*e would heartily commend 
the idea of getting well rid of the 
rough, unsightly stone fences by crush­ 
ing them up for rond making, but we 
would leave the roadside unencum ber­ 
ed by any fence at all. This would be 
an im provement to the farm and a con­ 
siderable saving to the farm er—two 
things well w orth considering.

P o t a t o 
S c a b 
P r e v e n t a t i v e . 
Potato scab, as is now well known, is 
caused by a fungus that propagates it­ 
self by m inute spores, it is at present 
the chief danger that menaces the po­ 
tato crop. London purple- and Pans 
green have done the l*n ness for the 
Colorado beetle, so that th at once 
formidable foe has become, like tin* 
conies, a “feeble folk,” incapable of do­ 
ing the widespread mischief that form­ 
erly marked its progress. 
But the scab is a growing-evil, and 
its spread is vastly aided by the fact 
that some of the sport's may remain in 
the ground through the winter, ready 
to pounce upon any unfortunate tu b e r s 
that may Ik? planted in the same so il. 
Or tin* s p o te s may b«* carried on ; li.• 
potatoes themselves in so minute a 
form that their present*** is not s u s ­ 
pected, and the seed planted in the 
spring may thus bear in itself the 
source of disease. 
Nevertheless, the enemy may Ik* met 
and routed in a very easy way. In the 
first place, potatoes should not Ik* plant­ 
ed for several seasons where scab is 
known to exist. Th«*n every seed po­ 
tato should be regarded w ith suspicion 
and treated accordingly. If It is dipped 
in a weak solution of blue vitriol (sul­ 
phate of copper) the spores wll be 
effectually destroyed, white no infury 
will Ik* done to the eyes of the potato. 
A general ol*servanee of this practice 
would greatly reduce the liability of 
damage from this cause. 


M e lo n C u lt u r e In t h e N o r th . 
Muskmelons are not difficult to raise, 
and yet to grow them that they cap be 
put upon tlje m arket during hot w eath­ 
er is by po means so easy as may Ik* 
imagined 
* 
* 
* 
My soil be­ 
ing a very rich black, sandy loam, I se­ 
lect the locatioq fqr tip? melons oafly Im 
the spring, plow the land and manure 
ft well after plowing, and harrow the 
m anure ip. The lulls are then m arked 
off about six feet apart pack way. The 
earth is then thrown out and a largo 
forkful of 
flue m anure 
thrown in, 
mixed with the soil and nicely leveled. 
The seeds are planted, and covered 
abcut an inch deep with fine earth. A 
box is placed upon each hill and a pane 
of glass put on it. These boxes are 
made of half-inch boards, six inches 
wide and seven by nine in the clear in­ 
side. One end is left full width, and 
the other is cut to four inches and the 
sides cut down so that the glass lies 
closely to the top of the box 
* 
* 
* 
’ A fter the box is placed in posi­ 
tion. some loose earth should bo draw n 
against it to keep out the c**ol air, and 
also to hold the box in place. This 
practically makes a nice little cold 
fram e for each hill. The boxes, if prop­ 
erly cared for, will last many years. 
A fter the seeds come up they need care 
ami attention in airing the sam e as in a 
large cold frame. In this latitude, 44 1-2 
degrees north, we cannot safely take 
the glass and boxes aw ay until June 1. 
By that time the plants should be 
about six inches high, and, if strong 
and healthy, about ready tq send opt 
runners. 
The earth 
that has been 
draw n about the boxes should be lev­ 
eled. and the pfatnts thinned to four to 
the hill. The hills being six feet apart 
gives us 1.200 hills to the aero. Tho 
after-cultivation is not expensive, and 
consists iu keeping the land clean aud 


K)<*» In P ota to* ** f o r P l n n t l n g . 
A bulletin of the agricultural experi­ 
m ent station of Purdue university, La 
Fayette, Ind., says; 
“ Ihe question of tie* right num ber 
* f ey<*s to the piece of seed tuber has 
long engaged tie* attention of cultivat­ 
ors and 
experim enters, without re­ 
ceiving a generally acceptable answer. 
The experim ental data here brought 
forw ard prove that the num ber of eyes 
Ik r piece is im material, but that the 
weight of tin* piece is a very im portant 
factor. 
The proper m anner of cutting 
potatoes for planting, therefore, is to 
divide them into 
pieces of suitable 
weight (size), without regard to the dis­ 
tribution of eyes. 
Instead of attem pt­ 
ing to have one, two or three eve 
pi<*e«*s, as tho ease may be, the approxi­ 
mation should be one, two or thn*e 
ounce pieces, or some other definite 
weight.” 


'I’ll? 
W orm. 
In early spring tho current grower 
will sometimes notice that the lower 
leaves of the bushes are being eaten, 
leaving only a skeleton of the leaf. On 
examination lie will find that this in­ 
jury is due to small caterpillar-like in­ 
sects, whitish in color when small, later 
green speckled with black. 
He can 
also find along the veins on the under 
side of tin* leaves rows of glossy, whit­ 
ish eggs. 
Tills is the worst insect ene­ 
my of the currant now known in Illi­ 
nois, says Prof. Forbes. 
Tin* cheapest 
and surest remedy if the injury be 
noticed soon enough, is to have all the 
leaves containing the eggs carefully 
[ticked off and destroyed. 
Otherwise 
tin* effective remedy is spraying with 
powdered lielebore in w ater—an ounce 
to the pailful is sufficient. 


S h o r t 
P o i n t e r * 
The farm er who keeps a g<s>d dairy 
has a more constant source «>f income 
than one engaged in almost any other 
branch of farming. 
Try and keep the brightest of the 
boys on the farm. 
It will afford plenty 
of exercise for his brains and for all 
the knowledge that In* can accumulate. 
A cow is a good eovv simply l«*cause 
she lias an increased capacity for turn­ 
ing raw m aterial into the kind of prml- 
uct the dairyman wants. 
The trouble with a very la r g e amount 
of dairy butter is a lack of skill and sys­ 
tem in its m anufacture, hence the qual 
ity is often variable. 
The quality of milk that a cow* can 
produce depends upon her bn*ed and 
individuality, and iu this sense there 
Ls more in the breed than feed. 
Have plows, harrow s an 1 all tools 
ready for use—a little paint will not 
hurt some of them when you have the 
bolts all in aud nuts tightened. 
Before you complain of tli * m arket 
1m* sure that the cattle you are trying to

bination which seldom exists. 
Good cheese is a. comparatively scarce 
article in this country.

cheese m akers than to securing butter 
experts.* 
We should pay more atten­ 
tion to this branch of dairying. 
Skim milk is of value in stc»-k feeding, 
but never at its best when f«*d alone. 
Use it in combination with bran, meal, 
or even whole corn, and you will get 
the lK?st price for it. 
Results are the products of causes. 
If you see l*etior stock in your neigh­ 
bor’s fields than are in your own you 
may be pretty sure that lie is a more 
careful breeder aud feeder. 
One of the principal advantages that, 
tin* cream ery has over the dairy is that 
as soon as the milk or cream reach* s 
tiie creamery, it is in the hands of 
skilled wiu'lviqeu. 
Dairying is, by the demands of tin 
m arket, divided into three bran* lies, 
milk, butter and cheese, and iq buying 
cows you must get the right kind of 
a cow for your business. 
Rreed and feed for practical use 
rather than for show. 
The time will 
come when practical points will be 
more appreciated than 
mere 
show 
points 
At present relative prices wheat i> 
perhaps a cheaper food for stock than 
oats or corn. 
Test it. and if you find 
this true do not let a mere m atter of 
sentim ent stand in the way of feeding 
it. 
There are a num ber of things aj*out 
the dairy that we see -termed “first 
essentials.’’ 
You all know the list. 
But In our opinion, the one essential 
is a good dairyman. 
Given that, and 
all else follows in due course. 
Do you appreciate the value of wheat 
bran for feeding young stock? A t pres­ 
ent prices we doubt if there is anything 
that can he used to better advantage 
to supplem ent the pastures and make 
rapid growth. 
There are seventy-eight butter and 
cheese 
factories 
iu 
New Zealand. 
Farm ers receive about 2 cents a gallon 
for milk, and the butter is fonvard(*d 
to England. The freight charge for the 
entire distance of 12,<hh) miles is about 
3 cents a pound- 
“Quick turns” in cattle growing mean 
“large profits;” at least larger than can 
he had iq any other way. 
Don’t keep 
on feeding a pig or a steer until there 
is danger that it will dio from old 
age. 
Keep all animals free from worry 
if you w ant them to thrive. The hois *. 
in order to work well; the cow. that 
she may give much milk; the bog and 
the steer, if you expect to fatten them 
cheaply. 
The interest 
m anifested in dairy 
schools wherever they have been held 
is a reason why increased effort should 
be made to afford instruction in this 
line. 
B etter dairy products will result, 
aud a better income from tin* farm. 
There has been no branch of agri­ 
culture more directly benefited by tin* 
application of science than the dairy. 
Consequently, there is no branch that 
gives a better rew ard to the intelligent 
and studious farmer. 
Breed for use. 
No m atter whether 
it is a cow, a horse or a hog, sec that 
the "points” are such as will Ik* of prac­ 
tical value, and help serve the purpose 
for which the animal is needed. There 
has been somewhat too much of breed­ 
ing for “show points.” 
A prime article of milk is necessary 
as a preliminary to the m anufacture 
of good butter. 
To secure this there 
must be goud cows, good feed and g«w>d 
care. 
Don’t imagine that you can 
ueglect oue of these thiugs and have 
complete success. 
A dairy cow should bo treated as well 
at least as any farm machine of equal 
value. 
But are your cows as well 
housed, as carefully tended and kept 
in couditiou to do their very best, as 
your mower aud reaper? If not, there 
is a chance for improvement iu your 
system of dairying.

Engine at Staples aud Lives 
lint a Few Hours. 
Nows reached Brainerd on Friday 
von mg that T. L. McGinnis had 
been run over by a passenger engine 
aud both legs cut off at Staples. This 
was the startling message that flashed 
over the wires to his brother James 
McGinnis, in this city, coupled with 
the fact that a special was conveying 
him to the N. P. Sanitarium here as 
fast as steam could drive the locomo­ 
tive. 
The accident was a peculiar 
one. 
Mr. McGinnis is himself a loco­ 
motive engineer and was at work in 
the Staples yard. 
The evening pas­ 
senger having arrived from St. Paul 
be jumped off his engine, which was 
temporarily idle, and ran over town 
to the newstaud to get his Globe as 
ho was in the habit of doing. 
He got 
bis paper and was returning with it, 
but in order to reach his engine, 
which he was hurrying to do, he had 
to cross two side tracks. 
The engine 
from No. I on the St. Paul division 
had been cut off and was backing 
rapidly down through the yard. 
At 
the point where Mr. McGinnis started 
to cross the first track was a box-car 
and he came out from behind it and 
jumped onto the other track right in 
front of the engine which was backing 
down. 
He either stumbled or was 
struck by the engine and fell on the 
further rail the wheels crushing over 
his body cutting one leg off a little 
below the thigh and the other at the 
ankle. 
The accident was witnessed 
by a traveling man and the alarm 
was at once given and everything 
possible was done for the suffering 
man. 
A special was at once made up 
and he was brought to the sanitarium, 
the run being made in 35 minutes. 
At the hospital everything possible 
was done for the injured man but it 
was evident from the start that he 
would not survive his injuries, and 
death followed on 7:40 on Saturday 
morning, the 13th inst, the accident 
occurring at 9:35 the evening before. 
Hiswifeand three brothers were with 
him from the time he was hurt until 
he died and he was conscious up to 
n a very short time before he 
breathed his last. 
Thomas L. McGinnis was born at 
Caledonia, Minn., Oct, 6th, 1861, and 
was at the time of his death 31 years 
and 6 months old. 
Here he lived 
with his father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Patrick McGinnis, on the old 
homestead until be was 21 years of 
age when he went to I * Crosse, W k , 
and clerked in a grocery store for a 
year or two, finally going to work for 
the Winona and St. Peter road on 
bridges. 
In the fall of 1883 he came 
to Brainerd and accepted a position 
with the Northern Pacific railroad as 
fireman and he worked his way up to 
the position of freight engineer hav­ 
ing been in their employ continuous­ 
ly since that ti me. 
He was considered 
one of the most careful and consider­ 
ate men employed on the line of 
road and was universally liked and 
respected by officials and associate 
workmen. 
He was a member of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi­ 
neers, White Cross Lodge, No. 30, 
Knights of Pythias and Brainerd Div. 
No. 7, U. ll. K. of P. 
He was married 
Nov. 10th, 1886, to a daughter of T. 
M. Reilly of this city, and to them 
were born three children, the young­ 
est of which is but 8 months old. 
The funeral was held on Monday at 
10:30 from 
St. 
Francis 
Catholic 
church, being under direct charge of 
theB. of L. E., the other socities attend­ 
ing in a body. 
Rev. Fr Zumbush, of 
Staples, and Rev. Fr.Lynch, of this city 
officiating, after which the remains 
were laid to rest in Evergreen Cem­ 
etery . The father of the deceased. 
Patrick McGinnis, of Caledonia, and 
Mrs. Geo. Samples, of Houston, were 
in attendance. 
The sympathy of the entire com­ 
munity goes out to his wife and fath­ 
erless children in their great sorrow 
and affliction, as well as to the broth­ 
ers of the deceased who reside in this 
city. 
We are requested to state that the 
Northern Pacific road is entitled to 
thanks for tbe courtesy and favors ex­ 
tended and in their endeavors to do 
everything possible for the family 
and friends, a special being sent down 
in the evening with the children and 
also one on tho day of the funeral 
from Staples in which about 150 
people were accommodated.

The genial Thomas L. Mc­ 
Ginnis is no more. 
The news of the 
accident which cost him his life made 
many a stout heart sick and faint.

Freight cars stood on the
